R O SE N D A L E - Unaccompanied 
Town of Rosendale youths under the 
age of 18 have been banned from 
public places after 10 p.m. 
The curfew law, the first town or­ 
dinance passed in 1977, was voted 
unanim ously W ednesday night by the 
town board and is effective im ­ 
mediately. 
The ordinance forbids any person 
under 18 years of age to be in a public 
place in the Town of Rosendale be­ 
tween the hours of 10 p.m. and 5:30 
a.m . unless accom panied by a parent 
or guardian responsible for his ac­ 
tions. Travel to or from school or 
social 
functions, 
or 
gainful 
em ­ 
ployment, if in a quiet, peaceful 
m anner by a direct route, is excluded. 
Violation of the new law could con­ 
stitute disorderly conduct and sub­ 


ject the violator to arrest and deten­ 


tion. 
The board unanim ously approved 
the appointm ent of Daniel Gagnon, a 
Hurley accountant, to prepare quar­ 
terly and annual financial reports so 
the board will have more timely 
information. Gagnon’s salary will be 
$750 per year. 
C o u n c ilm a n H ugh X . ” B u d ” 
Halligan proposed a public hearing 
and referendum on whether games of 
chance should be perm itted to benefit 
lo cal re lig io u s, c h a rita b le , and 
benevolent organizations.

Malone said he was “ not convinced 
of any detailed economic analysis ' in 
the utility’s latest forecasts, and Frye 
said he hoped Central Hudson «rould 
use "more rigorous” projection meth­ 
ods in the future. 
Smith defended the latest figure« as 
“ reasonable and complete" and said 
the utility's forecasting methods have 
been "satisfactory over the years” 
When its rate increase request was 
filed last June, Central Hudson stood 
to gain $13.7 million from the electric 
rate increase, but that figure later 
dropped to $9.7 million after the 
company cancelled an

An Airline Update 


It has been a while since I filed one 
of my occasional reports on air travel, 
but now I must caution against flying 
by Viasa. the Venezuelan air line, if 
you are among those who a) desire to 
read aboard an airplane, or b) prefer 
not to eat lunch at three in the 
afternoon, or c) tend to prefer the 
company of amiable crew. It is proba­ 
bly unfair to file a report based on a 
single experience, but it is equally 
unfair to fail to pass along the word 
after two consecutive experiences. 
To be sure, waiting at the airport in 
Rio de Janeiro is especially trying. 
The other day the temperature there 
was 110 degrees. The airport is not air 
conditioned. There is a single room 
there that is cooled, but access to it 
requires that you call 24 hours in 
ahead to reserve a seat. This may 
strike you as unreasonable, since in 
the United States we are not ac­ 
customed to going to airports for the 
purpose of going to waiting rooms. Bu 
it makes a certain amount of sense in 
Rio where — just to begin with— in 
storms the Jefe de Cabina. “This 
lounge is reserved for the crew.” 
Surely not, you say: it is clearly an 


amenity for all the first class passen­ 
gers — and nothing less than an oasis 
for those who have work to do, and 
need light to do it. Besides, there are 
approximately 104 empty seats on the 
plane, wherein, provided they don’t 
want to read, the crew could relax. 
The steward retorts that the crew 
has been working for nine hours. You 
retort that you have been sitting two 
and one half hours in Rio and worked 
seven hours before that, and that it 
is not your responsibility that the 
airplane is late: Whereupon — the 
ultimate weapon! — the Chief of 
Cabin, who ought to be featured in 
Viasa’s next series of advertisements, 
turns off the overhead light, leaving 
you in the dark. Ah so. The Jefe de 
Cabina does not know that I can type 
in the dark! 
Three months ago, boarding Viasa 
in Panama at 2:30 p.m. for a three 
hour flight to Caracas, a teutonic 
stewardess with brushed-back blonde 
hair, plunked assorted cold matter in 
front of me at 2:45, and I observed 
that having lunched at 1, I had no 
appetite at 2:45, but would be grate­ 


ful for the sustenance at, say, 4:30. 
She harrumphed, as if I had made an

Nixon Puts 
Off Filming 
With Frost 


WASHINGTON — Richard Nix 
on, that lonely, suspicious former 
president who fought so hard for 
public approval and was rebuffed s. 
often, is still grimly determined to 
regain the respect of his countrymen 
At bis San Clemente exile, he is 
totally absorbed in his last battle for 
public esteem. He is pouring his heart 
into his memoirs and preparing for a 
marathon television appearance with 
David Frost. 
But the autobiography is going sc» 
painstakingly slow that he offered 
Frost $100,000 to postpone the film 
ing of the television interviews for two 
months. 
The 
two 
men, 
with 
producer 
Marvin Minoff sitting in, discussed 
the delay at San Clemente 
Nixon 
said he would like to hold up the 
filming, scheduled for January, until 
he caught up on his memoirs. He 
blamed the slowdown on the diffic ul 
ty he has encountered consulting his 
tapes and papers, which are tied up 
in Washington by the courts. 
“Look,” said Nixon, 'T il give you 
back $100,000 if you’ll postpone the 
time. I can’t do it while I’m working 
on the book this way." 
Frost is paying Nixon an estimated 
$600,000 for the TV deal. Although 
Frost was upset over holding up the 
interviews, he agreed to a two-month 
postponement 
and 
generously 
re 
jected the $100,000. 
When Frost wrote out a check for 
the first payment, incidentally, the 
old money-minded Nixon emerged for 
a moment. He quibbled with his 
agent, Irving “Swifty" Lazar, ovpr 
who should get the check. 
Both Frost and Lazar explained 
that the agent always receives the 
payment and distributes the money. 
“I never heard of th at," grumped 
Nixon. He cooled down, however, 
after 
Lazar 
promised 
to 
deliver 
Nixon’s share within 24 hours after 
the check was deposited. 
The former president stands to col 
lect an additional more than $2 mil­ 
lion from Warner Books for his mem­ 
oirs. He now hopes to complete the 
manuscript by next December 21. 
Under the new agreement with 
Frost, Nixon will submit to 24 hours 
of questioning in front of the cameras. 
The filming will begin in March, 
however, instead of January. The 17 
hours of “out-takes,” the unused 
parts of the film, will become FrOst’s 
property. But he cannot use them 
without Nixon’s permission. 
It’s the desire to restore his name 
more than the money that is driving 
Nixon, his friends say. This dogged, 
dauntless man, with the unfortunate 
sloping nose, the marionette hand 
gestures and the robot-like person­ 
ality, desperately wants to be remem­ 
bered favorably. 
They insist there is a warm, shy, 
sensitive 
man 
beneath 
the 
psy­ 
chological scar tissue he accumulated 
as he drove himself into one bruising 
battle after another, slashing his way 
to the top, suffering inwardly from 
the political shellfire. 
The friends say this deeply private 
Nixon will reveal himself at last in 
the painstaking memoirs and the 
seven hours on the TV tube. Hip 
marathon TV appearance, they pre­ 
dict, will have the inpact of “ Roots.” 
But his critics are skeptical. They 
suspect he will try to duplicate his 
celebrated 1952 performance, a TV 
appeal to the nation during which he 
invoked every emotional gimmick 
from his little dog “Checkers" to his 
wife’s cloth coat. They expect to see 
the same old Nixon, as evasive and 
artificial and self-serving as ever. 
The nation awaits meanwhile, the 
next chapter in the incredible Rich­ 
ard Nixon story. 


BLO O D M ONEY - The profit 
eers at Rockwell International ap­ 
parently don’t care how they make a 
buck. They recently attempted to sell 
$5 million worth of sophisticated fin­ 
gerprint identification equipment to 
the repressive Chilean military dic­ 
tatorship. 
The deal was stopped cold by the 
federal government. Officials turned 
down the company’s request for an 
export license, because of the possi 
bility that the Fingerprint machine 
could be used for political repression. 
Every Chilean citizen is required to 
carry an identification card, stamped 
with his fingerprints, at all times. 
With 
Rockwell’s 
new 
gismo, 
the 
Chilean police could sort out and 
identify with frightening efficiency 
whose prints belonged to whom. 
A Rockwell spokesman said the 
federal officials apparently misun­ 
derstood "the use and nature of the 
equipment." It would be used by the 
national police for crime detection, 
not the secret police for political 
suppression, the spokesman said. 
The license application lists the 
purchaser as Chile’s Ministry’ of De­ 
fense. Both police agencies are under 
its wing. 
Meanwhile, Computer Decisions, a 
computer trade magazine, is prepar­ 
ing to publish a disturbing account of 
how Latin American dictatorships are 
using 
computers 
as tools 
of op­ 
pression 
I he unpublished article describes 
how the Chilean junta rounded up 
masses of suspected dissidents, con 
fmcated their identification cards and 
then used computers to compare the 
cards with dossiers. 


Marianne Means* Washington

W ASH ING TO N • The embarrassing 
and inept congressional attempt to 
launch a probe of the assassinations of 
President Kennedy and Martin Luther 
King may be quietly killed in two 
months, when its probationarv period 
ends. 
The House of Representatives was an 
the verge of wiping out the Select Com­ 
mittee on Assassinations last week, but 
settled instead for a temporary two- 
month extension at the plea of its 
chairman, Rep. Henry Gonzalez of Tex­ 
as 
it was the good ole boy treatment 
to let Gonzalez see if he can shape it 
up,” a congressman explained. 
The panel was warned sternly that it 
must work out an acceptable budget, 
establish investigative safeguards to 
protect individual rights, ana come up 
with some indication that there is in­ 
deed new evidence to be discovered 
about the deaths of Kennedy and King. 
One move which might breathe new life 
into the probe would be the firing of the 
committee’s 
abrasive 
chief counsel, 
Richard Sprague. 
Another move which would be popular 
would be to drop the probe into 
Kennedy's death and investigate only 
that of King. The congressional Black 
Caucus has vigorously pushed for the 
King investigation, but there is little 
similar sentiment 
for the Kennedy 
probe. 
The mood in the House toward the 
committee has changed drastically since 
last year, when members overwhelming­ 
ly approved its formation in the waning 
days of the session, without much de­ 
bate or serious consideration. 'T don’t 
have any good idea as to what it might 
accomplish,” House Minority Leader 
John 
Rhodes 
sighed 
recently. 
Re­ 
publicans favored killing the investiga­ 
tion by more than 2 to 1 last week. 
" I’d give it no better than a 50-50 
ehance of surviving,” a Democratic con­ 
gressman said. "It has no legislative 
function. There are a lot of other sub­ 
stantive 
issues on 
which 
Congress 
should be concentrating.” 
House Speaker Tip O’Neill was first 
opposed to the probe because it dis­ 


tressed Sen. Edward Kennedy, then 
shifted to support it, and now is luke­ 
warm toward it* 
The fate of the inquiry is in the hands 
of Gonzalez. He has two months to scale 
it down, tighten it up, and demonstrate 
the necessity of go ng forward with it. 
That will take some doing 
The proposed probe into the questions 
surrounding the deaths of Kennedy and 
King has suffered from a circus-like 
atmosphere. Lecturers and writers who 
have earned tidy sums traveling the 
country, 
raising doubts 
about 
the 
Wairen Commission conclusion that Lee 
Harvey Oswald acted alone in shooting 
Kennedy and the conviction of James 
Earl Ray as the sole assassin of King, 
have clamored to get into the act. 
Sprague demanded $13 million to con­ 
duct a two-year probe, $11.5 million 
more than the entire congressional presi 
dential impeachment proceedings cost. 
He behaved as though he were in­ 
vestigating a street crime, talking of 
using secret recording devices and stress 
evaluators on witnesses 
All this only made Congress look 
foolish, and members are not interested 
in prolonging that impression. 
Surveys indicate that four out of five 
Americans do not believe the official 
explanations of the assassinations. But 
the problem is whether a congressional 
probe is an appropriate way to try to put 
them to rest or whether such a probe 
might only stir up emotions and give 
publicity to irresponsible conjectures. 
The Justice Department only last 
week concluded after a year-long study 
that Ray was King's lone assassin in the 
1968 Memphis killing. And despite all 
the books and rumors and conspiracy 
theories, there has not been one piece of 
new evidence put forward to indicate 
that Oswald and Ray are not in fact 
guilty. 
It is doubtful that any inquiry by 
Congress, which does not have a spec­ 
tacular record of unearthing wrong­ 
doing, could produce hard facts to re­ 
solve the unanswered questions which 
have escaped law enforcement officials 
and amateurs alike all these years.

The phone company 
would like you to believe 
th at this service was 
granted out of its own rec­ 
ognition of responsibility to 
customers, that the service 
is being "offered” to you. 
The fact is that the com­ 
pany fought this suggestion 
pole 
by pole for many 
months— though it doesn’t 
cost any more to carry 
"Sm ith, Mary & John," 
than it does "Sm ith, John 
Harold.” 
When I first personally 
asked to have our own 
names listed a year ago on 
one line— we had been car­ 


rying both names on sepa­ 
rate lines — I was told it was 
against 
company 
policy. 
Naturally. The company 
didn’t want to give up that 
outrageously high $12 per 
year for the extra line list­ 
ing. If I couldn’t carry "Don 
Mary,” how about "M aiy 
Don?” My wife’s maiden 
name was Don, I said, b u s- 
pecting the community re- 
la tio n s com m unicator 
would be skeptical.

‘ ‘ T h a n k s , 
C e n t r a l 
Hudson,” you stated the 
utility should be thanked 
for their "foresight in ar­ 
ranging for healthy reserves 
of gas this winter” — re­ 
serves that soon none of us 
will be able to afford! You 
mentioned attacks on Cen­ 
tral Hudson for their latest 
attempts to raise prices — 
are these increases to be in 
addition to the predicted 
doubling or tripling when 
natural gas prices are de­ 
regulated? Or in addition to 
the 760 per cent increase 
they have received over the 
last 11 years? (Jack An­ 
derson, Feb. 6.) If only our 
paychecks had done so well. 
Or in addition to the out­ 
rageous price increase in 
our current bill subtly in­ 
cluded 
as 
“ cost 
adjust­ 
ment?” 
In the past year the basic 
cost of gas per 100 cubic 
feet dropped from 21.188 
cents to 20.813 cents (about 
1.75 per cent) while at the 
same time "cost adj” in- 


creased from 6.124 cents to 
9.894 cents (a staggering 
61.5 per cent 
increase). 
"Cost adjustment” has now 
become a 50 per cent sur­ 
charge on the basic cost of 
gas. When I first saw the 
amount of "cost adjust­ 
ment” on my latest Central 
Hudson bill I thought their 
computer had misplaced 
the decimal. It will take 
Carter's $50 rebate to pay 
it .

Hudson. 
The regulated interstate 
price of natural gas is a 
maximum $1.42 per 1000 
cubic feet. The unregulated 
intrastate price is about $2 
per 1000 cubic feet.

If Central Hudson has 
been able to obtain these 
huge increases while under 
government regulation, 
what will our bills look like 
when the controls are re­ 
moved?

said.

Deer Season a Success, 
Says DEC Commissioner 


ALBANY — Claiming success for both hunters and the Department of 
Environmental Conservation’s deer management program, DEC com­ 
missioner Peter A.A. Berle today released results of the 1976 deer hunting 
season. 
Figures showed that the total take was 90,215 deer, 13,010 less than the 1975 
take. There were 35,215 anterless deer taken in 1976, a decrease of 4,701 from 
the year before, and that figure was considered a direct response to lower deer 
managment permit quota. 
Gunners took 52,369 bucks on regular big game licenses Deer management 
permitees harvested 33,519 deer. Archers, estimated at about 103,000, took 
a record 3,794 deer.

Chairman Ernest F. Holl- 
ings, D-S.C., said his Senate 
appropriations subcommittee 
had approved the reprogram­ 
ming of the money for the 
winter games. 
The Commerce Department 
plans to use $30.1 million for 
the Winter Olympics site from 
Economic Development Ad­ 
ministration funds. It will seek 
reimbursem ent in a sup­ 
plemental appropriations bill. 
MacKenzie said he spent the 
past three day* in Washington 
with 
committee 
colleagues 
meeting with government of­ 
ficials. He and other commit­ 
tee members met with re­ 
porters here on a stopover on 
their homeward trip.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Would you believe it has been 30 
years now since Jackie Hobinaon became the first black man 
to play in the major leagues'1 
His widow, Rachel, believes it. She believes it because 
although she usually preferred remaining in the background, 
she was always right there alongside Jackie Robinson either 
in person or in spirit, listening to him, learning from him 
or lending him moral support anytime he needed it. 
She was a 19*year-old coed and Jackie Robinson was 22 
when they first met at UCLA 
The two hit it off well almost from the start. Soon they 
began going out and later became formally engaged They 
were engaged five years. 
Jackie Robinson went into the Army, earned a com­ 
mission, then got a job after his discharge with the Kansas 
City Monarchs of the Negro National League Then one day 
in the summer of 1945 he was asked to come to Brooklyn. 
Branch Rickey, the boss of the Dodgers, wished to apeak 
with him. After they spoke, Jackie Robinson called his girl 
in California. 


“ He said something very exciting was happening to 
him but he couldn't tell me about it over the telephone,” 
recalls Rachel Robinson. “ He said it was incredulous, 
and that it was hard to believe what was taking place.” 
Rickey, of course, had told Robinson of his plan to bring 
him into organized baseball, which never had a black player 
before, and then had sealed his lips by making him promise 
not to tell another living soul. The following spring, Rickey 
assigned Robinson to the Dodgers’ Montreal farm club in 
the International League. 
Robinson tore up the International League, hitting .349 to 
win the batting title, and the following year, 1947, he 
became the first black player in major league history 
reporting to the Dodgers, for whom he played 10 years. He 
retired in 1957, was elected to Baseball's Hall of Fame in 
1962, and died in October of 1972 after diabetes had robbed 
him of much of his eyesight. 


"He was gradually going blind,*' his widow says. “ He 
had lost almost complete sight in one eye and had only 
partial sight in the other, but he was taking it in the stoic 
way he did most everything else. No crying, no wringing 
his hands or anything of that nature. He liked very much 
to drive, but the last two years of his life, he simply 
couldn't, so we hired a chauffeur to get him to where he 
wanted to go.” 


When Rachel Robinson speaks of her late husband, she 
does so in warm, simple terms without ever becoming 
mawkish or maudlin. 
“ What I admired most about him was his steadfastness 
and dedication to black people,” she says about him. “ He 
never gave up, and he had many setbacks. Another thing 
I admired about him was his love for children. If he had 
a weakness, it was that he tended to trust people because 
he was trustworthy. There were times people took 
advantage of this aspect of his nature. Some people say 
he was impetuous. He was not. He was spontaneous, and 
that spontaneity was his greatest strength. If you ask me 
what his entry into baseball symbolizes most, I would 
have to say hope. Hope that things will change if there 
are people with courage to support change.” 


Rachel Robinson, who lives in Stamford, Conn., doesn’t 
go to ball games anymore. She has seen only one game since 
her husband died and that was the historic one between the 
Indians and Yankees in Cleveland two years ago when Frank 
Robinson put in his first day as the first black manager in 
baseball. 
Her position as president of the Jackie Robinson Develop­ 
ment and Management Corporations (each a separate entity 
in itself) keeps Rachel Robinson busily occupied, but not so 
much that she loses touch with either 27-year-old daughter 
Sharon, a professional nursemidwife in Los Angeles, or 
24year-old son David, a Harlem developer and contractor 
who heads his own company. They are the two consuming 
loves of her life. The Robinsons had another son, but he died 
six years ago. 
You could say Rachel Robinson carries a perpetual 
portrait of Jackie Robinson with her wherever she goes. 
"H e’s always in my heart,” she says. 
"How much do I miss him? I can’t answer that question. 
There is no possible way for me to describe how much.”

Johnny Miller and Arnold Palmer ahould be 
ao lucky They are being hounded to death in 
the Bob Hope Deaert Claaaic. and they hope it 
cornea to an end quickly. 
Maaaengale and Lietzke made aome un 
believable putta in the opening round of the 
five-round Hope Claaaic Wedneaday and it’a 
not at all aurpriaing they are the leader*, along 
with Alan Tapie. 
Maaaengale ahot an eight under par 64 at 
Indian Wella, the eaaieat of the four couraea 
they uae in the Hope, and he could hardly 
believe it. aLietzke, who haa been on a tear 
aince the Tour started in Phoenix five weeks 
ago. had a 67, also at Indian Wells, and he 
couldn’t believe it. s"I don’t think I could play

The Sabre«, ru«t,v because of inactivity caused by the »now- 
bound condition« of Buffalo, got goal« from Gilbert Perreault 
and Andre Savard Wednesday night to down the Ranger« 2- 
1 in winning the «eaaon aerie« between the two team» four 
game« to none 
Any time you hold a team to two goal*, you should win," 
Gilbert «aid. 
But Buffalo is an eitremely good team and 
know« how to play those game« They get a lead and they are 
tough to beat. They have guy» on that team that think of 
nothing but checking out there.” 
The Sabre« were held to juat one practice over a 12-day period 
when blizzard condition» paralyzed Buffalo in late January and 
early February and were further hampered by a ban on 
automobile driving late last week by Mayor Stanley Makowaki.

He once 
gave a rattlem ake heart 
maaaage and artificial reapira 
tion to aave ita life. 
Bryce. 36, a printer at Ft 
Sill, Okla., owns the Ven-Am 
Reeearch Center, which is the 
largeat venomou* reptile col­ 
lection in the state He ha* 
studied anakea »¡nee he was 16. 
Bryce is often ceiled upon to 
answer unusual questions such 
aa why a rattlesnake would try 
to attack a boat. 
Rattlesnake* will try to awim 
acroe* lake*, Bryce said, but 
they may tire and try to crawl 
in a fisherman's boat. 
People in the boat usually 
panic, attack the rattlesnake 
with an oar and put them- 
*elve* and the boat in more 
danger than if they paddled 
away. *aid Bryce. 
Another bit of information 
Bryce offered is that a snake, 
confronted by a human, may 
duck into a shadow and try to 
follow it to aome kind of 
ahelter. 
But that shadow may be cast 
by the human, who finds the 
anake coming directly at him. 
“ It's kind of frightening,” 
Bryce aeid. 
Although he constantly han­ 
dles anakea in captivity end 
conducts 
research 
at 
the 
nearby 
Wichita 
Mountains 
W ildlife Refuge in aouth* 
western Oklahoma, Bryce ha* 
never been bitten by ■ venom­ 
ous reptile. 
“ If you’re bitten, you’re 
either cereleea or sloppy. I’m 
not either one," Bryce said. “ If 
you’re careful and do it to it 
doesn't hurt the animal, you 
won’t be bitten." 


Bryce owna 66 species of 
venomous reptiles. He says 4 
to 6 per cent of his reptiles die 
in captivity, compered to 16 to 
26 per cent of thoee in most 
collections. 


Three months ago Bryce 
gave a rattlesnake artificial 
respiration and heart massage 
for 46 minutes to save ita life. 
Bryce force-feeds snakes who 
would otherwise starve and he 
uses antibiotics to prevent end 
treat pneum onia, which 
snakes 
can 
develop 
from 
stres«. 


“ We have whet we call 
animal ethics. The animal 
comes first and we treat it as 
if it is the lest one we will get, 
he »aid. “ They ell get equal 
treatment. Instinctively, each 
one wants to live. We can’t 
judge, saying this one is worth 
more than that one.”

Russia Rife with Reports of Flying Saucers 


M O S C O W (UP!)- A spot 
of light hover* over a town in 
the t HumatM for 36 hour* An 
airliner on a Siberian run i* 
trailed by a mysterious ob­ 
ject Car* waiting at a rail­ 
road crossing near Moscow 
have their motor* (twitched 
off hy a craft that hover* 
overhead for 45 minute* and 
then abruptly flie* away. 
Flying saucer*? Being* 
from another planet’’ Non­ 
sense, say* the Soviet govern­ 
ment. Conventional scientific 
wisdom can explain every­ 
thing 
But a recent burst of in­ 
terest here in puzzling 
phenomena 
like these in­ 
dicate* that lota of Soviet 
citizens don’t buy the official 
line 
‘‘Hava you heard," a Soviet 
friend asks, "that two cos­ 
monauts returned to earth 
with 18 minute* of film shot 
from 
their 
space 
capsule 
nhowing a flying saucer with 
« 
crew of human-like 
beings’’" 
Say* another friend: "It’a 
common knowledge, ian't it, 
that the Soviet and American 
governments have agreed to 
suppre** information about 


creature# from outer space?" 
No one seems to know ex­ 
actly bow it started. The 
flymg saucer hug is not new 
here -- UFOs caught the pub­ 
lic fancy in the Soviet Union 
a* well as the United State* 
during the 1950* and 1960* 
Some 
people 
remember 
hearing several foreign radio 
broadcast * last year about 
unidentified 
flying objects 
throughout the world. 
A few articles appeared in 
the Soviet press, including 
one in September in which for 
the first time a prominent 
scientist 
suggested that a 
nuclear-powered space ship 
may have caused the *o far 
unexplained explosion that 
n»cked a huge area of Central 
Siberia in June, 1908. 


The topic became especial­ 
ly 
tantalizing 
in 
autumn 
when thousands of copies of a 
lecture on UFOs — supposed- 
ly delivered by Prof. Feliks G. 
Ziegel of the Moscow Avia­ 
tion Institute — began 
circulating clandestinely here 
like some aort of dissident 
appeal 
The six-page document re­ 
ported that two flying naucers 


had landed in the Volgograd 
region during 1975. Another 
300 confirmed UFO sighting* 
have been reported in the 


But then, that has only added 
to the intrigue. 
In the Soviet Union the 
government treat* even the

Soviet Union, the paper said.

But authorities, the paper 
alleged, "have put a ban on 
any kind of publication about 
unidentified flying object*." 
Nothing official has been 
heard from Ziegel — author 
of several booka on astronomy 
— 
about 
the 
typescript* 
being distributed 
hand-to- 
hand in Moscow in his name. 


most mundane information 
a* secret, so unapproved sub­ 
jects often gain the widest 
interest. The very fact that 
something is denied, the rea­ 
soning usually goes, means 
there must be truth behind it. 
So Moscow’s well-de­ 
veloped rumor mill has gone 
to work on UFO*. 
A favorite place where tales 
were exchanged was in the 
queues of thousands of people 
who waited for hours in No­ 
vember to visit a U.S. Bicen­ 
tennial F.xhibition set up in 
the capital. 
Russian-speaking Ameri­ 
can guides working at the 


show found themselves bom­ 
barded with questions, most 
of which could be traced back 
to the Ziegel paper. 
Authoritie* responded as 
they have in the past, by 
ridiculing the whole subject. 
First Komsomolskaya Prav- 
da, the Communist youth 
newspaper, carried a reply to 
the Ziegel lecture from a sci­ 
ence fiction writer named 
Yeremei Pamov. 
He dismissed the document 
as “ pseudo-scientific" and 
said: 
"There is no proof now or in 
the past of extraterrestrial 
technological civilization. 
Not a single screw made of 
materials unknown on earth 
ever has been found. Like­ 
wise, we have no proven con­ 
tacts with intelligent life from 
another planet." 
The same newspaper sug­ 
gested several days later that 
spreader* of tales about UFO* 
were 
somehow 
subversive, 
that they were "flirting with 
superstitions 
and 
religious

directly by the Pentagon." 
Even the Communist party 
daily Pravda weighed in on 


the general topic, focusing its 
attention on the Bermuda tri­ 
angle, a patch of ocean off the 
southeast 
American 
coast 
where a number of ships and 
planes have disappeared or 
had unexplained accidents. 
Natural force* caused the 
incidents, Pravda wrote, and 
those who talked of flying 
saucer* working in the area 
were mostly western news­ 
paper* “seeking to support 
the interest of their readers in 
the struggle competition." 


T h at them e has been 
drummed out regularly for 
weeks by other newspapers. 
What does the Soviet estab­ 
lishment have to fear from 
the UFO craze? For one 
thing, the leadership fears the 
disruptive effects of anything 
sensational. The consejvative 
Soviet scientific community 
alao tends to be critical of 
anything it cannot explain or 
produce. 
Cynics cite another reason 
for 
the 
official 
position. 
“They don’t want to admit 
there might be a force some­ 
where more highly developed 
than the Communist party," 
one man said.

full committee finally ap­ 
proved the measure. 
Time after time, Roe par­

California, small towns and 
low income areas of the 
south.

Roe told Rep Bud Shuster, 
when the Pennsylvania Re­ 
publican wanted to change 
a formula to get more of the

Roe explained some big 
cities also came out badly 
in last year's program, in­ 
cluding P ittsburgh and 
Syracuse, N.Y., which re­ 
ceived nothing. 
The Roe bill would au­

Glenn

The amendment 
was defeated. 
Rep Thad Cochran, R 
Miss., asked for "a better

Hussein's Wife Killed in Crash 


Queen Alia Buried 


AMMAN, Jordan (UPI) 
—- K ing H u ssein and 
Jordan's royal family today 
buried Queen Alia, 28, the 
King's third wife who died 
Wednesday when a military 
h elico p ter bringing her 
home from a hospital in­ 
spection tour crashed in a 
rainstorm. 
Hussein led a mourning 
party including Syrian 
President Hafez Assad and 
West German Foreign Min- 
i n t e r 
H a n s - D i e t r i c h 
Genscher in funeral prayers 
at the King Hussein Medi­ 
cal Cent er, w here the 
Queen’s body was brought 
after the crash. Amman ra­ 
dio said. 
King Hussein, his deep 
voice breaking with grief, 
had announced the death of 
his third wife earlier over 
Jordan’s radio and tele­ 
vision .stations. 
"I mourn my Alia, the 
queen, my precious compa­ 
nion,” 
Hussein 
said 
in 
wavering tones. 
“My Alia will not return 
because God has decided to 
take her to his side. She 
gave me a lot and I de­ 
pended on her...we had a 
very happy life together." 


Alia and Hussein, mar­ 
ried for five years, had a son 
and a daughter. 
M i n i s t e r of H e a l t h 
Mohammed A1 Bashir, an 
air force medic and the 
helicopter’s pilot also died 
in the crash, which oc­ 
curred 
during a 
violent 
rainstorm as they were re­ 
turning to the capital from 
a visit to Tafila, about 140 
miles to the south. 
Flags were immediately 
lowered to half staff under 
grey skies and schools and 
government offices closed 
for a week—long period of 
national mourning. 
Alia, 
a 
striking, 
fair­ 
haired woman, was some 13 
years younger than her hus­ 
band. She was devoted to 
public welfare, social work 
and child care and often 
visited social institutions 
and hospitals.
